aics, which are moſt incurable, rather then thoſe , for which 
enery emperich hath a medecine in readineſſe , aud each one 
among ſt them proueth himſelfe in his skall , if hee hane found 
out exther ſom eſpeciall Antidote to prenent , or ſome ſingu-

It is mire then manifeſt that the danger of ſuch arelapſe 
6s very great, and that our wigilarcy and care of auoiding it

| of this age, the preſent decay of xeale,the viter neglet of the 


meanes ia quicken it, that no argrement us of more neceſſary 
ad prefitable wſe to be preached or publiſhed,then this at thus 
time, wherein many hanging, 4s it were , in ſuſpence and ex- 
peit.uion, arereaay, whatſoener ſhall enſue, wub Demas to 
embrace the preſent world, and ſo polutickly , in the meane 
white, doe carry themſelues, that which way ſoencr they ſtall 
hereafter thinke good to incline, yet they ſhall not be deemed 
Apoſtataes : But l:t themfor all that (as it were wpon this 
publique warning) ex mine themſelnes, whether ther hearts 
and Conſciences bee not plainely and enidently eminced of the 
truth of the Goſpel, againſt Atheiſme, Papiſme , Tiwrciſ< 
me, Iudaiſme, or whatſoener Gentiliſme, or other ſell, 
and if ſo, then conſider , whether the renolt from the
